Born at Cairngorm, Ont., October 13, 
1833; called to the Bar and began prac- 
tice in Toronto in 1856; declined the 
Chancellorship of Upper Canada in 
1869; became Liberal leader iu the Leg- 
islature of Ontario in 1869; Premier of 
Ontario, 1871; member of the Macken- 
zie Government without portfolio, No- 
vember 7, 1873; Minister of Justice, 
May 1875; leader of the Liberal party 
between 1878 and 187, Of the more 
important of these the Montreal Herald 
recently had the following to say :— 

“The election of 1887 was as hard 
fought a political battle as the history of 
the Dominion ,has known, Sir John 
Macdonald was at the height of his rep. 
utation as a successful party leader.

Japanese immigration to British 
Columbia is becoming of such dimen- 
causing a certain

The major portion of the tide of 
Japanese immigrants is lrom the Ha- 
Waiian islands, caused largely through 
the differences that have arisen be- 
tween United States citizens and Jap- 
anese subjects on these islands 
through the San Francisco schools 
questions, 

The situation would be unquestion- 
ably embarrassing if the volume of 
Japanese immigration to British Col- 
umbia was so great as to seriously 
affect the normal rate of wages belie- 
ved to be essential for the reasonable 
livelihood, comfort and saving of in- 


dustrious, sell-respecting working-men, 

The international relationships be- 
tween the British Empire and Japan 
are of more than passing cordiality. 
Japan, at’ the point of the bayonet, 
by its adaptability to modern civiliz- 
ation and by its own industrial pro- 
gress, has entered with honors into 
the congress: of the world’s powers. 
Japanese subjects, if of a different 
complexion of skin; to the great ma- 
jority of Canadians, will naturally 
claim that the doors of entry into 
Canada shall be as wide open for them 
as for other peoples, and an equal 
freedom in industrial pursuits as the 
subjects of any other country. 

It is a situation where, the politi- 
cal, the social and the economic may 
clash. 

The treaty with Japan leaves either 
country a free hand regarding immi- 
gration. British Columbia desires, 
ardently desires, settlement, but that 
Uesire” is litnited largely’ to those of 
similar race or color to those who al- 
ready occupy the situation, and who 
have ordered the conditions upon 
which the province shall progress, 

It is to be believed that the ques- 
tion will largely solve itself. The 
Japanese immigration, up to the pre- 
sent, is confined almost entirely to 
those from the Hawaiian Islands and 
until such immigration assumes large 
proportions, there is little necessity 
of government action that would 
cause international friction. 

In the meantime strict adherence to 
the terms of the Immigration Act will 
limit the immigration in numbers and 
character. : 

The taking of even extraordinary 
precautions to prevent the Japanese 
population of British Columbia — be- 
coming so great as to seriously affect 
the économic or industrial or social 
conditions of the province is some- 
thing that even the Japanese gov- 
ernm?nt in its wisdom couldn't re- 
sent.

Good Things Easily Made to Eat and |

Here is a good recipe for fruit punch,

spoonfu] of vanilla and half a_ tea- 
spoonful of violet extract; bake in 
loaf three-fourths of an hour; when 
cold cover with white icing flavored 
with violet. With a cord crease around 
the sides of the cake to represent the 
bars of music and add small red candy 
bearts to represent the notes, or these 
ean be cut from candied cherries.
